$5000.00. These two plans afford the opportunity of permitting each 
member a choice of coverages to meet his exact needs. The income benefits 
in both plans start with the eighth day of disability and payment is up to 
five years or LIFETIME for disability the result of an accident and two 
years or FIVE years for sickness. Another appealing feature is the extremely 
low rates for our younger members. A presently insured member under 
Age 50 shall have the option of continuing with his present policy or he may 
enroll in one of the new plans. Both new plans are being offered at rates 
lowest to members under Age 35, slightly higher to those between 35 and 
55, and highest when utilization of benefits is greatest, between 55 and 70. 
The new plans are not being made available to members ages 50 and over, 
as it is to their best interest to retain the present premium and policy.

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An Opportunity for Community Service 


Much has been written lately and reported on Mouth Protectors for those 
participating in football and other contact sports. In fact the American Dental 
Association, in conjunction with the American Association for Health and 
Physical Education and Recreation, have prepared a very fine booklet which 
should be in the hands of every dentist. It is the Report of the Joint Committee 
of these two organizations and can be purchased for 50 cents a single copy. 
There was an excellent evaluation of this report in the May, 1961 issue of the 
Journal of the American Dental Association. 

Since these articles and reports were prepared, a ruling by the National 
Alliance Football Rules Committee at its January, 1961 meeting makes manda- 
tory the wearing of fitted, flexible mouth and tooth protectors by all participat- 
ing in football. This mandatory ruling does not become effective until 1962 
for all member high schools and colleges of the State High School Athletic 
Association, the National Association of Inter-Collegiate Athletics and Junior 
College Athletic Associations. 

It is the writer’s suggestion that we act immediately instead of waiting for 
next year and the great damage which could ensue. It is his further suggestion 
that if you have not read the A.D.A. Journal article or the pamphlet, you do so 
in order to familiarize yourself with the best available procedures. It also seems 
to the writer that the mouth protection be insisted upon for all contact sports, 
boxing, basketball, even baseball and wrestling, as well as for football. This is 
eminently desirable especially among high school athletes. 

Since the writer is in a suggesting mood, it is his considered judgment that 
these mouth guards and tooth protectors be a standard part of the athletic 
equipment furnished, just as are headgear, shoulder pads, hip pads and what- 
ever other protective gear furnished the players. This might be a good place for 
the parent-teachers associations, Fathers’ Clubs, Mothers’ Clubs or Athletic 
Boosters clubs to step in and help pay the cost of these very essential guards to 
the mouth. 

Continuing to suggest, we now come to the place in this program where the 
dentist can make a very important and worthwhile contribution to the health 
protection of his community by making available to these athletes the very best 
type mouth protectors at a fair fee. It is readily recognizable this can create a 
good many problems in a large urban area like Chicago, Rockford or Peoria in 
our state but we are sure we will be able to work them out to the best advantage 
for our most important people, our youth. In smaller towns and communities 
where there is a much closer community spirit there will be little or no problem 
except lethargy. There is still time to render this service before the present 
football season gets underway so make it your business to see that something in 
your community is done by you as a committee of one to gather about you the 
rest of your fellow dentists and then approach the school athletic leaders and 
offer your services in this very important cause. In the larger urban areas your 
local and state societies stand ready to help. You men who are fathers of high 
school youngsters or of college athletes can render yeoman service by taking the 
initiative in making possible this mouth protection.
